Gr ateersenafthe Council and House of Repe- 
s tattiee 

In comphiance with the laws of Oon- 
gress ond Territorial enactments, you 
are assembled to enter upon your duties 
as members of the Fifteenth Legislative 
Assembly 

Under the provisions of the Organic 
Act the legislative power in each ter 
ritory 1s vested in theyGovernor and Leg- 
islative Assembly” It, therefore be- 
comes my agreeable duty as the vec- 
utive of the Territory to welcome you to 
the capital and congratulate you upon 
the tuvorable auspices under which yuu 
are assembled, ulso to express satisfac- 
tion at the pleasant and comfortable ap- 
pearance of your new legislative halls 

Paobhe duties at the National capital 
and the serious illness of a member of 
my family ina distant portion of the 
country, have so engrossed my time 
during the past month, that this, my sec- 
ond biennual mestage will not be so ex- 
tended as I otherwise should have 
desired . 

I shall, however, briefly lay before you 
the condition of pubhe affairs ın the 
Territory, and earnestly renew some of

Printed copies of my first biennial

The period formerly fixed by congress 
for the transaction of legislative business 
was ettended by the last congress from 
forty days to sixty days You wall tbere- 
foie have more ample time to consider 
questions of a pubiic nature, and to re- 
visa some of the hasty aud imperfect en- 
actments now encamberiwg our code of 
laws 

Tu tins connection I may be pardoned 
fo. suggesting thatin view of the near 
approach to statehood, ıt would be well 
to take up the public businesa emly i 
tho session, carefully revising all donbt- 
ful enactments, andso adjusting the 
lnws of the terntory that no member in 
either house of congress can justly make 
ourlaws a cause for substantial objection 
to statehood 

With a view of co-operating 10 the 
early cousideration of the public busi- 
ness, and as some of the territonal ap-

The sum of $40,0001n t pet cent bouds 
appropriated to ereet what was designed 
should become the eist wing of the per- 
manent hospital burl ings, has been so 
judicious], and esonom:enlly expeaded 
under the efficent borid of trustees, su-

Tho board of directors, cousistiug of 
Wallace L Dow, a competent architect 
R H Booth, an evperieuced builder, and 
Thomas H Brown, covelu led, after n 
careful examination of yuious prisons, 
to adopt plans for building the main 
center buiding ot the prisou a3 well ws 
the wing orginally proposed, and by 
economical and jndicious man igement of 
the wok and fivorable digposition of 
the pemtentiv: bonds they have suc 
ceeded in nearly completing a most im 
posing and snbsfita i prison, modeled 
on the exterior affet the new prison in 
Washington aty, which has 
cost more than $200,000, while 
the prison at Stour Falls including the 
United States wing, for which congress 
spproprinted $30,000 will be subst .nti- 
ally completed nt 2 cost of lese than 
$100,000 

A careful inspection of the pemiten- 
tiary buildings 1nd the hospital for the 
iosane has convinced me that the terri 
tory has secured two of the largest and 
most thoroughly constructed publio 
buildings with all tbo roodern conven- 
jeuces that have ever been bwit m this 
section of the country for the money ex-

I therefore call yonr especial attention

and the repurts received are rmperfect 
By these reports, inclading that from 
Pembina county, received since the sup- 
errntendent’s report was printed, 1b ap- 
pews thatthe total school :evennes tor 
twenty five counties for the year ending 
Mareh 21, 1882, were $363,620, which the 
superintendent 1s satished a full report

ft therefore becomes om plains duty to 
equahze the pnble baidens by sesking 
out all new somes of revenue now es- 
caping the accessais hst Fo am in re- 
enpt of comunic itions setiing forth that 
luge uumbers of the most valuable 
mi ing claims m cettun sections of the 
teuntory have bein workcd aad held for 
several years since theu owners were 
arthovized to take ont patents tur them, 
that i order to avoid taxation (he owp- 
ers of these mine , in many instinces 
foreign ¢ 1poratian., hive declined to 
complete their tilles shieh would make 
them tax ible, thus incieasing the bur- 
dens of those whom goodfuth comply 
with the plam intentwn of the mining 
and land laws 

It 18 asserted that mines producing a 
revenue snibcient to pay laige dividends 
upon 15 o 20 milhons of stock or 
shares are esciping their equal share of 
taxation by the payment of taxes upon 
less than one fith of the actual value 
of the property. 

Jt 1s also asserted that patents bave 
not been taken ont upon lands granted 
by congress to certain railroa's running 
through this teirtory, although the 
lauds have passed into otve: hands under 
contracts, and are thus kept out of the 
assessor's lists 

Asp member of the bond ot eqnih-

I um, therefoic constrained to beheve 
that 2 large amonnt of property ın the

While thns strongly urging a 1 ¥ision 
of the tax laws, Ldo not desne to be un- 
deistood as recommending any histy o 
exticme leginlation, but simply to wdvise 
a crroful revision of our laws beming up- 
on tns important subject ‘The present 
law of taxing rulionds upon their giogs 
earnings yielded a revenue in ISS for

As this fourm of tax and the suggested 
meguahties io the turvation of mimu 
lands, and lands donated to railroads, 
not covered by the taxes on gross tecerpis 
will ammedintely enggo yom attention, 
and as with tue limitcd time at your 
command, you will hardly be able to col- 
lect statistics and give full hearmg to 
pariics interested, I respectiully recom- 
mend that emily elon be tahen, pro- 
vidıng lor a commission to consist of five

Tho luge amonnt of schoo) district, 
uniuspul avd county bonds bearmg a 
ingbiate of saterest, nov outstanding, 
ought Foon to be refunded and replaced 
by carefully prepered and stiong secur- 
fies, bearing a rate of interest im propor- 
tion to the present value of money 

In order to accomplish this iesnit 1 
recommend the passage of a eaiefally 
prepared and strongly guarded refund- 
ing act, similar to those novin force m 
the states of Illinois, Towa and Kansas, 
embracing provisions for icgistering all 
bonds issued, 10 the office of the territor 
al auditor, and so guarded by remedies 
fo. afiulure on the peit of the ofhcers 
charged with the duty of assessing the 
tho tax to mect the rcqunements of the 
bond that no considerable delay or de- 
fault could occur 

‘The tuzlure of the ofheers of Yankton 
county to meet the reqniiements of 
3200,000 of bonds sued to md m the 
constrection, arailrord bas caused severe 
erilticigm aud unfavorable comment dur- 
mg the discussion of the bills for the 
admission ad division of the territory 

Certain enactments pissed by tho lust 
legislative avsembly although general 
in their provisions and mccuded to pre- 
vent the extraordinay assessment of 
taxes in Yankton connty, have been 
widely and unfavorably commented upon 
in the pubhe press 

The people ôt Yankton county previous 
to the jist election inaugurated a move- 
mest to refuad or lquidete these out- 
standing bonds, beamg a bigh iate of 
interest, by the issuance under congres- 
sional authority of a well guarded, fow 
rate of interest bond, whieh the revenues 
of the county can meet as the interest 
and prneipal fis due 

A commites of the most substantir 
eihzens aud tax payers of Yankton 
connty has recently ysited W iehineton, 
aud presented a memorsal to congress, 
ashing authonty to liquidate this large 
indebtedness upon terms honorwle to 
the county nud just to the bondholders 

By an agreement with the agent ot tue 
bondholders, all proceedings agaist the 
county are to be stayed duying the pres- 
ent month of January, while the bill for 
refunding this indebtedness now betore 
congress is being considered 

Lf, owing to the pressure of business 
before congress, or the opposition of 
those opposed to admission and division, 
the refunding biil uow befote congress 
should jail, 16 may becume necessiry for 
the taxpayers of Yankton county to ask 
the legislative assembly to pass 1 speci il 
refunding bill to wipe out the troable- 
some indebtedness 

If at as thought advisable to take ac- 
tion in this matter, I may deem 1b my 
duty to submit another communication 
upon this subject, also, advising as the 
Yanhton bond question can be adjnsted, 
that the objectionable legislation passed 
at the last session to which I have re- 
telred, be repeated 

ADMISSION AND DIVISION 

‘There are now pending 1 both houses 
of congress, bills providing a compre- 
hensive euabhug act ior dividing the 
territory by the admission of the south- 
erp half as a sate, also a bil} for dind 
ing the territory, substantially upov the 
bme hne 

Itis not desired that the southern por- 
tion of the ten tory brs the requisite 
number of sohabit ufts who, af living m 
a state, would be entitled toa member 
of the house of representatives 

It 13 not denied that the amount of 
taxable property in thesouthern portion 
is fully equal to that im any terntory 
which has beep admitted as a state 

There is a very little donbt that a ma- 
jority of the members of the senate apd 
house of representatives e favernable to 
the passage of the enabling act refened 
to, yet during the hmited number of 
days before the expirat on of the present 
congress, the opponents of admission and 
division mav prevent action and thus de- 
lay the matter until the assembhng of 
the next congress 

If this delay should occur I deem 1t of 
the utmost impoitance that this legisla- 
ture should memorahze congress toan- 
crease the membership of the council to 
twenty-hve and the membership of tho 
house of representatives to seventy five, 
that an act providing for an additional 
United States judge for this territory be 
passed and that congress make more ad- 


equate provisions for the protection of 
the school Jands 


If, on the other hand, admission or di- 
vision should be secured before the close 
of the present session of congress, grave 
responsibilities will devolve upon the 
members of tho territonal legielative as- 
sembly m preparing for tivnsition from 
ternntoriat to state government

SNOW BLOCKADES AND FLOODS IN ISS] 


Danng the latter part of the legisla- 
tive seasion ip March, 1881, the snow 
blockade had become so complete that 
ra.hoad communication was cat of im 
portions of central and southern Dahota 
and appeals were made to tho cxecntive 
and some members of the lopial iture for

THE TLOODS or 1881 

Immense bodies of ice commenced to 
break up and move outin the northero 
portion, er toward the headwaters of the 
large streams, early in April, and came 
sweeping down the valleys m enormons 
cakes or Hoes, forming, at different points 
on the Missourt, gorges, completely till- 
ing up ind choking up the main channel 
of the Missoari nver For nearly thirty

The offense for which Wm S Kelly 
has been indicted 18 the poisoning of 
Lieutenant Hoffman, of the 11th infan- 
try, his wife and servant girl, at Fort 
Bennett last sammer Some meat in 
Lneutenant Hoffman’s store Louse was 
sprinkled with arsemo and the three 
persons named partook of 1t They were 
all very sick, but their lives were saved 
by good treatment, though the effect of 
the poison 18 stil felt. Kelly was sus 
pected of the act and being an enlisted 
man was tried by court martial, convict- 
ed sand sentenced to twenty years 1mpris- 
onment But ıt was afterwards held 
and sustained that the mihtary 
authorities had no jurisdiction over the 
oase and Kelly was placed in the hands 
of the civil officers and located ın the 
United States jail at Yankton to await 
the action of the grand jury The tral 
will be an interesting one, 


UNITED STATES COURT 


Not Yet Down to Active Work But Getting 
a Good Ready 

The United States court held a session 
last Friday, but it was mostly devoiel 
to preparations for the coming jury 
work 

At sa session held last night the re- 
maining indictments against Dr H F 
Livingston, charging him with regu- 
larities while Indian agent st Crow 
creek, were dismissed, under instruc- 
tions from the Indian department. 
This ends one of the most 
extenaive sensations 1n the court history 
of Dakota, covering a period of some 
four years, and the doctor has passed 
through the ordeal unscathed He has 
been acquitted on a half dozen imdict- 
ments, after long trials, and the balance 
of the batch 18 expunged from the calen- 
dar. 

Melvin D Hazzard, of Lincoln county, 
was arraigued this morning, under an 
indictment charging him with conspiracy 
to commit forgery, and given until to- 
morrow to plead. This 1s a part of a 
Iland case wherein certain parties extorted 
money from a man by attempting to 
jamp his timber claim 

Wm. S8 Kelly, who was to have plead 
to-day to an indictment charging him 
with poisoning Lieutenant Hoffman and 
others, was granted an extension until 
to-morrow,

THE SASKATCHEWAN CROWD 


I y Reached Benton in Safetyand Left 
for Fort McLeod on Christmas Day, 


ibe Yankton party of Saskatchewan 
h t bailders has been heard from 
tusough a letter wntten by Add Whis- 
tle to Cuptam John Belk and dated at 
Fort Benton, December 24, The trp to 
t wend of the Northern Pacific track at 
4Silhogs was uneventfal, excepting that 
their train ran off the track near James- 
town aud stirred up the explorers some, 
without hurling any of them. The 
weather was severely cold unh! they 
atrack the valley of the Yellowstone and 
theo a pleasant change occurred which 
gave them moderate weather sll the way 
to Fort Benton. At Billogs the overland 
trip began After making a contract 
with an alleged stage line to carry the 


party of seven and six hundred pounds 
of baggage to Benton for $268, 1m a first- 
class coach, they were mtroduced toa 
spripgless lumber wagon contaimng one 
seat asthe Yehicle provided Then the 
seven steamboat rustlers rose up in their 
wrath and demanded their money back 
orits equivalent in transportation A 
compromise was finally reached and the 
party left Billings in a livery outfit, 


which they considered stylish 
enough for a tnp ontude of 
eivilization This lasted them 


to the half way station between Billings 
and Benton, where they struck another 
stage hne which was operating hght 
spring wagons In these they were trans- 
ported a short distance and then bundled 
into a farm wagon and carned several 
mules farther and then changed to s four 
horse dray, whioh broke down and spilled 
the crowd out upon the bleak prame 
After various other mishaps the party 
reached Benton on „the 23d of De- 
cember, where they found the mver 
open and free from ice, a circum. 
stance which suggests a milder climate 
than at this end of the nver, though the 
Missoun at Benton 1s a swift flowing 
stream and free from bars Mr Whuisler 
says they hada very pleasant time ın 
Benton They were to leave Chnatmas 
noon for Fort McLeod and expected to 
be out eight days before reaching their 
destination There are no ranches on 
the route and the party was aupplied 
with a tent and a camping outfit They 
expected a comfortable tnp as the 
weather was mild and there was no snow 
on the ground The address of the party 
is “Fort McLeod, via Fort Benton, Mon- 
tana, care of I G Baker” 

From Wm De Garmo, of the same 
party, we have received a Obristmas bill 


of fare of the Grand Union hotel, and he 
wnites upon ıt that the feast was gotten 
up for the Saskatchewan party If they 
went through it they wont need anything 
more to eat until they reach McLeod 


THE UNITED STATES COURT 


The Petit Jury Force not Yet Organized— 
Six Fresh Indictments by the Grand 
Jary 


The United States court for the sec- 
ond district of Dakota, Chef Justice 
Edgerton presiding, convened this morn- 
ing for the jury trial term, but the ab- 
sence of many of the jurors summoned 
neceasitated an adjournment until to- 
morrow morning at nine o'clock The 
jury list 18 yet so incomplete and so un- 
certain 10 its make up that we are una- 
ble to give it 2 

The United States grand jury returned 
six indictments this morning, making 
thirteen ın all since that body 
entered upon its deliberations 
Five of those presented this morn- 
lpg sre not yet permitted to go to the 
public, as the parties indioted are still at 
large Wm S Kelly was one of the par- 
ties who received the attention of the 
grand jury and an indictment 18 brought 
charging him with an attemptto murder 
Tneutenant Hoffman and family, at Hort 
Bennett, by administering poison Kel- 
ly has been 10 jail for several months 
Lieutenant Hoffman and his wife and 
several other witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion arrived Tuesday from Fort Sully, 
where he 1s now atationed Kelly 
was arraigned this morning and given 
until to-morrow morning to plead 

The calendar of United States causes 
includes forty five on the criminal hat 
and aight on the civil hat The thirteen 
indictments returned by the present 
grand jury swells the aggregate to sixty- 
six up to date, There are many old 
cases on the calendar, 1ocluding 8 nam- 
ber of the-Livingston cases, which will 
probably not be tned Seventeen 1n- 
dictments for alleged land frands appear 
against John D Cameron, who 1s under 
bonds to appear at St Loms to answer 
to another charge, aud there are five 
cases in the lst which are known 
as the Santa Fe scrip cases, removed to 
St Loms ‘Two actions against Michael 
O'Neil and one against Harvey W 
Knowlton for the Rauch murder have 
been discontinued So 1t appears that 
the calendar wil! be cut down considera- 
bly from its present dimensions It 1s 
expected that the land cases againat C 
P Parsons and. D J Spaulding will 
come up and 16 will require considerable 
time to dispose of them

whelmuing force under Longstreet, sec- 
ond, the order was not received till too 
late to attack If the opposing force 
was so large Porter wouldjhave bad a 
better chance of success in a flank attack 
by night than by waiting for dayhght, 
but ın fact the reports of the confederate 
othcers showed that 12,000 of Long- 
street's troops were engaged at Grove- 
ton, so that the force fettin front of 
Porter was certamly uot larger than his 
own 

In conclusion Mr Logan end Why 
18 16 that whenever this cage came up the 
senate was divided on pohitical anes? It 
ought not to be so, because there was no 
politica iu the case It was merely a 
question of reversing the verdict of the 
court martial upon a man convicted and 
sentenced at a time when a good many 
éenators on the other side of the 
chambo: were holding their own court- 
martisla down south Could ıt be 
possible that those gentlemen and others 
of their politics would now vote witbout 
reference to facts o law that the action 
of the court should be reversed and this 
man be put back into the army, mérely 
because he belonged to their party, and 
because they were prejudiced against 
the court that convicted hım and the 
president who approved the conviction? 
There was no other ground on which 
they could give such avote He had 
hoped that these old prejudices had 
passed away 

Mr Sewell rephed bnefly to Mr 
Logan He said that the verdict of the 
court-martial that convicted Gen Porter 
was based upon an idea put forth by 
Pope that there was no force in Porter’s 
front That Longstreet had not arrived 
at the time the order was sent to Porter, 
and that if the order had been obeyed 
Porter would have encountered no ob 
stacle until he struck Jackson’s nght 
flank, showed clearly that Pope did not 
understand tbe situation His whole 
campaign was direct against one corps 
of the confederate force, the one com- 
manded by Jacksou, utterly ignoring 
that Longstreet bad passed through 
Throughfore Gap and wasın front of 
Porter and McDowell with 25,000 men 
Mr Sewell read copiously from the testi- 
mony ond documents ın the casein sup 
port of his views, and said ın conclusion 
that the subject was nota new one It 
was old as lis term 1a the senate snd 
was hkely to outlive hım ‘’wenty years 
ago Porter, a distinguished, capable and 
faithfal soldier in the United States, who 
had fought many battles for bis country, 
and not one against her, was condemned 
asa traitor From that time to thie 
Porter had steadily asked, not for money, 
but for justice 

Mr Hawley said he intended to vote 
Jo accordance with the views presented 
by the senator from Ilhno:s (Logan) and 
had risen to deprecate any intimation 
made by Mr Logan ın the frst part of

Fifteenth Sesston—Third Day. 
Council 
THURSDAY FORENOON 

Called to order at ten o'olook a, m , by 
President Scobey. 

Roll call—all members present 

Prayer by the chaplain. 

Reading of the journal 

RULES 

Mr Bardick, of the committee on rales, 
reported ım favor of the adoption of the 
rules governing the counoil of 1881 with 
the exception of using Cashing’s rules 
for legislative assemblys instead of 
Barclay’s digest 

When 1t came to the question of adopt- 
ing the report of the committee Mr 
Dewey srose and stated that as he had 
never seen a copy of the rales of 1881, he 
was not prepared to act understandingly 
and asked postponement to the after- 
noon session 

Mr Roberts objected to postponement 
as no important work could be under- 
taken safely until the rules were fixed, 
and moved that the rules be read aloud 
and acted upon immediately.

Mr Walsh objected as mombers might 
take advantage of this rule to obstruct 
legislation 

Mr Jerauld thought this objection ap- 
plicable to a large body only. He thought 
the people were always anxious to know 
the position of ther representatives and 
they should always be ready to put them- 
selves clearly upon record, 

Mr Ziebach objected, said 16 gave too 
much privilege to one member, 

Mr. Walsh ead that it could be used
